TeFUs What to Do 


W 


E should like to suggest to the city govern- 


ment that a small appropriation for a digest 


•of the ordinances tind stale laws governing auto- 
mobile traffic in-this community would be a very 
helpful means of promoting obedience to the 
motoring regulations. In any discussion of- the 
traffic 
situation, even among well-informed 


folks, there is an astonishing variety of opin- 
ions as to what arc and what arc not legal re- 
quirements as to parking, corners and other 
points of traffic regulation. Ignorance of the 
law is not an excuse for violation, according to 
precept, but at least it seems obvious that if 
•every motorist had a chance to familiarize him- 
self with what the law actually is there would be 
less law violation, and less trouble all around. 
iWc should like to sec the city issue a short sum- 
mary of the state laws and local ordinances, 
stripped of all formal legal verbiage, and ex- 
pressing the whole requirements of proper driv- 
ing in certain plain statements that could.be 
read and understood by even' one; perhaps with 
diagrams to assist in clearing up some compli- 
cated points. The cost of such a leaflet would 
be small in proportion to its usefulness, and it 
would greatly simplify the work of the police 
Department if one were sent to every motorist 
/In the city. If the city's finances, perchance, could 
not run to such an expense it might, one would 
think, be worth the trouble and cost to the 
lAutomobilc Club to prepare and publish the 
summary, as a helpful and practical contribu- 
tion .to its campaign for"safe and sane driving. 
But the bulletin would be better issued with 
(the authority of the city government behind it, 
*o have its best effect.

That doesn't make big 
league baseball a game, the great national game. 
It's a business. 


As a business, baseball is all right—an in- 


teresting entertainment and demonstration of 
skilJ, worth paying to sec. But as a sport it is 
incomparably belter for the'community, and as 
a sport it must be more or less amateur and 
sportsmanlike., La Crosse fans need not envy 
their cousins in the big cities. When we go to 
Copelancl Park we get something for our money 
•that the big league spectator can't get at any 
price.

Baseball as a Sport 
r 


other metropolitan newspapers follow the 
lead of the Chicago Tribune, it is quite pos- 


:sEblc that t£ie days of professional baseball, at 
least on such a lavish and commercial scale as 
:now obtains, are numbered. 
The 
Chicago 


paper recently put into effect a decision to limit 
the space given to accounts of professional base- 
lall to something under half of that it formerly 
loccupied, dedicating the room thus vacated to 
^the doings of amateur sports such as tennis, golf, 
.bowling, and such other athletic recreations as 
arc participated in by the people, rather than by 
paid experts. The Chicago Tribune asserts that v 
professional baseball docs hot deserve as 'well 
>of the public prints as private amateur sport be- 
cause the essence and object of sport is the phys- 
ical and moral •well-being of the people, and sit- 
ting in the grandstand develops no-muscle. Ad- 
iditionally it hints at the recent baseball scandals 
as demonstration that professionalism in base- 
•ball offers no particular moral tonic. 


If other papers take the same tack, there 


may ensue a change in the big leagues which 
may do them good. Professional baseball has 
lived on the publicity freely accorded it by the 
press, which made national figures of its heroes, 
and disseminated hatting averages and "dope" 
in every hamlet and countryside. That this has 
had many valuable aspects cannot be doubted. 
It has stirred the sand-lot players lo emulation, 
and given them wholesome and vigorous stand- 
ards and aspirations. The small boy could find 
many lesvS worthy heroes to pattern after than a 
Babe Ruth or a Ty Cobb. Nevertheless profes- 
sional baseball is more of a business lhan a sport, 
and like every other business rt-should stand up- 
on its own bottom. 
The immensely valuable 


publicity it receives is a revenue that it docs com- 
paratively little to earn. If the big leagues ore 
genuinely wanted and supported by the public 
they will survive without the free publicity. If 
they cannot exist without it, it will be fairly 
good evidence that their growth and prestige 
has been unnatural and forced. 


Baseball will always, we believe, remain the 


great national game. 
But the elements that 


make it such arc not nearly so much the big pro- 
fessional leagues, operated for profit in the first 
instance, as the wide diffusion of baseball skill 
and knowledge among athletic youths who do 
not make baseball their business. The La Crosse
